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INTRODUaiON 


This  reliability  bibliogr^)hy  is  designed  to  assist  USDARCOM  and  other 
DA  elements  in  searching  the  extensive  literature  in  reliability  theory* 
and  practice  for  methodology  that  may  be  needed  in  carrying  out  reli- 
ability analyses.  This  bibliography  contains  references  to  technical 
books,  journals,  government  and  university  reports,  proceedings  of 
national  symposiums  and  other  meetings,  as  well  as  applicable  regulations 
and  military  standards.  The  bibliography  was  assembled  with  the  aid  of 
a coBq)uter  based  searchable  file  program  (see  Reference  1)  using  the 
BRLESC  I/II  computer  (see  Reference  2). 

The  references  are  listed  alphabetically  according  to  author,  when 
applicable,  or  publishing  organization.  Besides  the  author  or  organi- 
zation and  the  title  of  the  reference,  the  date  of  publication  of  the 
reference  is  given,  if  known,  followed  by  the  letter  A,  B or  G,  which 
means  the  reference  in  question  is  an  article,  book  or  government 
document,  respectively.  If  known,  the  Defense  Documentation  Center 
number  is  given,  prefixed  by  the  letters  AD,  which  should  be  specified 
when  ordering  a reference  from  that  center.  For  reports  listed  in  the 
NASA  Reliability  Abstracts  and  Technical  Reviews  (see  Reference  3)  the 
serial  number  of  the  NASA  abstract-review  is  given.  By  use  of  this 
serial  number  an  abstract-review  of  the  report  can  be  obtained  from 
Reference  3.  Reports  listed  in  the  NASA  Abstract- Reviews  also  contain 
an  ASQC  Code  Number.  This  number  categorizes  the  contents  of  the 
report  in  terras  of  the  American  Society  for  Quality  Control  (ASQC)  Code 
reproduced  in  an  appendix  to  this  report. 

As  an  example  consider  reference  number  4866 


A subject  matter  index  has  also  been  prepared  for  this  reliability 
bibliography  using  the  previously  mentioned  computer  searchable  file 


program,  and  this  index  is  part  of  the  report.  For  each  subject  in  the 
index,  a collection  of  reference  numbers  are  listed  indicating  those 
references  whose  title  contains  the  indicated  subject  matter.  For 
exaaiple,  the  first  index  subject  is  Age  and  Aging  of  Systems  and  the 
first  reference  under  this  subject  is  reference  137,  Nonparametric  Age 
Replacement  Policy  Under  Discounting  and  Decreasing  Salvage  Value. ^ 

It  is  planned  to  periodically  update  this  bibliography  with  new 
references  to  keep  the  bibliography  current.  To  supply  these  new 
references  to  the  users  of  this  report,  addenda  to  this  report  will  be 
issued  containing  the  new  references.  These  addenda  will  also  contain 
a revised  subject  mattei  index.  It  is  suggested  that  material  refer- 
enced here  be  secured  from  the  source  named  in  the  reference.
